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mig ht learn from it. 
And this, in turn, ll causing 
American businessmen to study 
Just what is the French p lan and 
how It differs from American eco­ 
nomic concep ts. 
Both countries hav e been try ing 
p anning for some time. In the 
United States the g ov ernment has 
edg ed more and more into ov er all 
economic p lanning but without y et 
taking ov er to the ex tent of the 
French g ov ernment, esp ecially un­ 
der President Charles de Gaulle. 
The French p lan Is dissected to­ 
day 
by 
the 
Morg an 
Guaranty 
Trust, New York, in its June sur­ 
v ey . It say s that in France “ g ov ­ 
ernment leads and g uides the set­ 
ting of objectiv es, althoug h in­ 
dustry p lay s an imp ortant p art in 
the p rocess and Tabor and other 
g roup s are consulted.” Paris also 
can use its “considerable lev erag e 
in the economy —e.g ., control of 
nationalized industries, reg ulation 
of finance—to p romote p ursuit of 
the established g olls.” 
The French p rog ram is called 
“ a p ersuasiv e, rather than coer­ 
civ e, ty p e of centralized economic 
p lanning .” 
The bank recalls that the first 
p lan went into effect in 1947 to 
combat the rav ag es of World War 
II. The current one is the fourth, 
cov ering 1962-65. The bank say s 
that real success came only after 
monetary stability was achiev ed 
after dev aluation of the franc in 
1958 and adop tion of stiff reforms.

In the United States the current 
debate ov er p lanning is shap ing up 
along these lines—“whether there 
should be one Plan formulated un­ 
der the leadership of official au­ 
thority , or many p lans made for 
their own affairs by the countless 
indiv iduals, comp anies, org anza 
tions, and v arious lev els of g ov ­ 
ernment that make up the coun­ 
try ’s economic whole.”

Kids Open to Suggestions, Too 


Parents who worry about tho dating hab­ 
its of their offspring m ay have received 
a jolt by the findings of two independent 
researchers. They are that children who 
begin dating at an early age usually nost- 
pone steady dating for a few years and 
eventually make better m ates than their 
brothers and sisters who do not begin dat­ 
ing until their late teens. 
Developing dating habits as he matures 
seem s to be the best approach for the ado­ 
lescent, and the age at which to begin dat­ 
ing depends upon the maturity of the in­ 
dividual and his personal preferences. 
Dr. Edward Wilkes of University Hospi­ 
tal, N. Y., and Dr. Samuel Lowrie of Bowl­ 
ing Green University, O., reached similar 
conclusions on this subject in separate 
studies which investigated the dating hab­ 
its of youngsters in a half dozen states. 
And what does this mean to Mom and 
Dad, who probably worry more about the 
early years of adolescent dating than any 
other facet of child rearing? Apparently 


they should not regard it as strange if Bill 
or Sis dislikes the other sex until senior 
high school, or wants to begin dating when 
just past the twelfth birthday. 
It m eans association of m ixed groups be­ 
cause of age should not be prohibited, but 
activities of the early years should be su­ 
pervised. And the researchers found the 
one ingredient m ost essential to parental-

Havana Radio makes an illuminating 
contribution to the current discussion con­ 
cerning whether the United States ought to 
send food to Red China. 
Fidel Castro’s government announces 
that the supposedly starving Red Chinese 
have just provided Cuba with 24 million 
pounds of rice. The Havana broadcast says 
a Chinese ship bearing the rice has just 
arrived at the Cuban port of Cienfuegos. 
Those who advocate the shipment of 
American food to China usually do so on 
humanitarian 
grounds. 
They point out 
that the United States has a food surplus. 


In the name of m ercy and charity they call 
for the distribution of some of this surplus 
food to the Chinese people. 
A direct and brutal rebuttal is forthcom­ 
ing from the Havana Radio. Any food sent 
would be used for whatever purposes the 
Peiping regime saw fit. Some of it might 
be transhipped directly to other commun­ 
ist satellites. 
In any case, it ought to be apparent that 
whatever additional food the United States 
made available would serve only to give 
the Peiping regim e more latitude in using 
its own supplies elsewhere.

States’ struggle to jack up tile 
economic growth

unemployment and the threat to 
the dollar posed by the loss of gold 
has focused eyes on the plan used 
by France. 
President 
Kennedy 
notes 
its 
“ rather 
extraordinary 
economic 
vitality.” France’s average annual 
growth rate over the past decade 
has been 4.5 per cent, compared 
to the current and rather stodgy 
2 per cent in the United States. So 
the President asks his Council of 
Economic Advisers to study the 
French way to see 
if America 
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might learn from It. 
And this, 
in turn, Is causing 
American 
businessmen to 
study 
Just what is the French plan and 
how It differs from American eco­ 
nomic concepts. 
Both countries have been trying 
panning for some time. In tile 
United States the government has 
edged more and more into over all 
economic planning but without yet 
taking over to the extent of the 
French government, especially un­ 
der President Charles de Gaulle. 
The French plan Is dissected to­ 
day 
by 
the 
Morgan 
Guaranty 
Trust. New York, in its June sur­ 
vey. It says that in France ‘‘gov­ 
ernment leads and guides the set­ 
ting of objectives, 
although 
in­ 
dustry plays an important part in 
the process and Tabor and other 
groups are consulted.” Paris also 
can use its ' considerable leverage 
in the economy—e.g., control of 
nationalized industries, regulation 
of finance—to promote pursuit of I 
the established goals.” 
The French program is called 
"a persuasive, rather than coer­ 
cive, type of centralized economic 
planning.” 
The bank recalls that the first 
plan went into effect in 1947 to 
combat the ravages of World War 
II. The current one is the fourth, 
covering 1962-65. The bank says 
that real success came only after 
monetary stability was achieved 
after devaluation of the franc in 
1 1958 and adoption of stiff reforms.

dates for President. He has one 
more hurdle: the general election 
in which 
he 
must 
defeat 
Pat 
Brown. Should he defeat Cover- I 
nor Brown, he will undoubtedly be ! 
the 
Republican 
candidate 
for 
President. Should he be defeated 
by Governor Brown, he will be out 
of the picture altogether. 
Should Nixon remain a candidate 
for the Presidency, he will un­ 
doubtedly be nominated. His only 
serious opponent could be Nelson 
Rockefeller who is no longer as po­ 
tent a factor in the affairs of the 
Party as he was a year ago. He 
seem s to be fading away as a poli­ 
tical force. Should Nixon fail in 
California, the Rockefeller effort 
may revive. 
Both Nixon and Rockefeller may 
go slow in seeking the nomination 
in J964, expecting that President 
Kennedy will get a second term. 
Their objective will be to see if 
President Kennedy falls on his face 
politically 
before 
they commit 
themselves irrevocably. Each 
is 
young enough to wait until 1968 
without damage. 
The Republican Party is now at 
the stage when it can no longer 
opportumticariy 
hope 
that 
the 
Kennedy Administration will slip. 
Thus far, the Republicans have 
brought two charges against the 
Kennedy*: 
1. That a dynasty is being e s­ 
tablished; 
2. That the Executive is seeking 
more power than the Constitution 
provides for. 
Point one is meaningless. A dy­ 
nasty would mean that the suc­ 
cession to the Presidency would 
cease to 
be 
Constitutional 
but 
would be by a process of birth. In 
a word, John, an infant, would be 
expected to sueceeed his father dy- 
nastically, probably with a regent. 
What those who refer to as a 
dynasty is altogether something 
different. They want to make an 
issue that there are two many Ken 
nedys in the Administration. Let 
us look at the facts: before he was 
elected 
President, 
Jack 
was 
United States Senator. Before Jack 
was elected President, Robert was 
counsel to a Congressional Com 
mitt ce. Both have seen long sea- 
vice in government. The only ad 
ditioual Kennedy relative now in 
the government is Sargent Shriv­ 
er. head of the Peace Corps. Ted 
Kennedy is seeking the Senator­ 
ship from Massachusetts and may 
or may not be elected. As the re­ 
cord stands at the moment only 
one has been added, namely Shri­ 
ven-. 
Point two. most of the additional 
powers came to the Presidency

Presidency. The issue that

arisen in the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion is one of stand-by powers.

Common Market. The President j 
must not 
only 
be 
vigilant, 
but 
must be able to act immediately. 
On these two issues the Repub­ 
licans cannot fight a campaign. 
On the issue of foreign aid, for- j 
eign trade, the tariff and the re­ 
lationship of domestic costs to in- j 
tem ational prices the opposition 
Party can raise an issue and fight 
hard. 
The next three years will he bit­ 
ter ones in American history.

NEW YORK (AP)—-A prominent 
mental health ex pert feels that 
any body who becomes a clergy ­ 
man ou ght to see a psy chiatrist. 
Dr, John P. KiJdahl actu ally | 
doesn't mean it qu ite that way ; 
he's a clergy man himself, an or­ 
dained Lu theran minister. 
Bu t he also m a practicing psy 
chothcrapy specialist, as well as 
the head of the psy chology depart­ 
ment of Brookly n’s Lu theran Med 
leal Center, and his dou ble-edged 
ex perience has conv inced him that 
"the demands on a minister s per­ 
sonality and emotions are greater 
than most other professions.” 
Only by thorou ghly u nderstand­ 


ing themselv es, he slid. can min 
liters help others solv e their prob­ 
lems. 
Dr. Kildahl believ es clergy men 
mu st maintain a healthy detach­ 
ment in their relations with their 
flocks, which isn t alway s easy . 
"If there s a death in the parish." 
he said, "the minister can t allow 
his own emotions to be affected 
if he ex pects to be of help to the 
bereav ed family . He mu st be able 
to differentiate between sy mpathy 
and empathy .” 
He said most parishioners ex ­ 
pect their pastor to be, as St. 
Pau l pu t it, "all things to all 


men ” Bu t Dr, KildaW feels Blit 
is all bu t impossible fo r a no rmal 
hu man being liv ing in the 30th 
Centu ry to take literally . 
His desire to co unsel o thers was 
what led Dr. KiJdahl fro m the 
ministry to medicine 
After his gradu ation fro m St.

During his 
postgradu ate y ears he serv ed as 
a hospital chaplain

while serv ing as an assistant min­ 
ister at Bethany Lu theran Church 
in Brookly n.
